"A s long as in tile countries of the 
enemies the guilt and the ignorance 
of statesmen are entangled with pub­ 
lic opinion it would be folly for Ger­ 
many to make pea< o proposals which 
would not shorten but would lengthen 
the duration cf the war. 
First, the 
masks must be torn from their faces. 
A t present they speak of a war of 
annihilation against us . W e have to 
take this into ac count. 
Theoretically, 
arguments for peat e w iil not bring 
the end nearer, 
lr' our enemies make 
peace proposals compatible with Ger­ 
many's dignity and safety, then w*e 
shall be ready to discuss them. 
W e 
are 
fully 
convinced of our m ilitary 
success, but we do not take respon­ 
sibility for the m isery

spread 
over the countries of Europe. 
No one 
can say that we continued the w ar 
because we want this or that coun­ 
try.”

MILK MACHINES SAVE TIME 


Do Not Affect Milk F!*>w, According 
to Tests Made at Geneva (N. Y.) 
Experiment Station. 


The first United States patent cov­ 
ering a milking machine was issued in 
1849. 
In I XCO ivo more \vcre granted. 
Since 
that time 
various devices 
have lieon patented. 
Tests made hy Hie New York agri­ 
cultural experiment station at Geneva 
prove that machine milking docs net 
affect the milk flow. 
It was also f o u n d 'hat milking ma­ 
chines were groat time savers. 
T h o 
total time required to milk 30 cc, a 
was 121.02 minutes, or an average of 
4.034 minutes to milk one cow. 
Under commercial conditions, the 
time could be decidedly lessened. 
The milking machine is no longer an 
experiment.
